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PREFATORY NOTE 


This is the seventeenth of a series of reports to be issued by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics presenting results secured from 
new enumerative sample surveys of farm wages and farm wage rates. The 
surveys were planned and conducted under the general direction of 
Conrad Taeuber, Office of the Chief, by a Bureau-wide Committee with 
Louis J. Ducoff as chairman. Members of the Wage Project Committee 
are 4s follows: Glen T. Barton, Emerson M. Brooks, Charles F. Cannell, 
Charles A. Gibbons, Margaret Jarman Hagood, Roger F. Hale, Earl E. 
Houseman, Barbara B. Reagan. The State Agricultural Statisticians 
cooperated in conducting the field operations of the surveys. 


The surveys included collection of information on wages of 
harvest labor in a number of special crop areas during 1945. This 
report presents information from all of these special surveys for 
which reports have not been previously issued and covers 33 local area 
surveys in 13 States. In addition to reports on wages of harvest 
workers in special crop areas, other reports present wage data and 
related information for all hired farm workers, regular and seasonal, 
on the basis of national surveys.

Introduction 


The wage picture in agriculture is very complex because of the many 
different types of rates paid harvesters of fruits, vegetables, and special 
crops in the producing areas.. During short harvest periods in certain types 
of specialized agriculture, the sharp peaks of labor requirements bring a 
demand for very many more workers than are needed during any other periods | 
of the year. To get these extra workers, usually for a very short time, 
farmers often offer rates to harvesters that yield somewhat higher earnings 
than those paid to regular hired farm workers. In many areas of concentrated 
production of fruits and vegetables, rates paid to harvesters must attract 
migratory workers from outside the areas, either because these harvest needs 
exceed the local labor supply or because the work and other conditions are 
not attractive enough so that local. workers will accept. 


In launching a series of enumerative surveys of farm wages in 1945, 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics included in its plans 74 local area 
surveys in 16 States to provide detailed information on the wages and wage 
rates of harvest labor in selected special crops. These special local surveys 
were planned to supplement the information en general levels of wages of all 
hired farm workers, regular and seasonal, which was obtained through enumerative 
Surveys of a national sample of 158 counties, representative of the four major 
regions of the country. "we This was necessary because national surveys cannot 
be expected to provide detailed information on harvest wages in many of the 
speaial crops, The harvest periods are generally short and they vary in 
timing for the different areas producing a given crop. Hence national surveys 
(which obtain information on the current farm wage and hired employment 
situation for one week of each season of the year) may miss partly or entirely 
many of the special crop harvests. Moreover, the production of many special 
crops is highly concentrated in a few areas and a plan of sampling designed 
to obtain efficiently the regional and national data does not usually cover 
adequately these localized situations. 


The 1945 surveys of wages of harvest labor in special crop areas were 
planned to cover the special crops and areas in the United States which have 
high demands for seasonal harvest labor and are important users of migratory

Areas and raises Covered | 


The sequence of States for which the tabular material of this sta- y 
tistical summary is presented begins with the State of Washington where, on- i:

tae the Midwest, the potato harvest was also covered in Portage County, 
Migcorcin, in the First week of October, while the cranberry harvest was 
covered at the same time in adjacent Wood County. A survey of wages of 
potato harvesters was also made one week later in Otsego County, Michigan. 
Other harvests included in the Michigan surveys during September and October 
“were peaches, onions, and sugar beets, each in a different part of the State. 


In the Eastern States, the important potato harvest of Aroostook 
County, Maine, was going on at the time of the national survey which covered or 
_ the third week of September. In this one instance, both general and special ae 
needs were met by one survey. In the Middle Atlantic States, surveys were | 
‘made in New Jersey counties of the strawberry and asparagus harvests during 
the spring, and of tomato, peach, and cranberry harvests during the fall. 
These surveys covered the parts of four counties which were important in the 
production of the particular crop. The peach harvest of two Pennsylvania 
ycounties was covered in late August. ,

on the wages of tomato harvesters in August 1945.,; In North Carolina the 

_ strawberry harvest was covered in late April, the potato harvest in several | 
coastal counties in June, including a special survey of potato harvesters 
housed in USDA labor camps, and the peach harvest late in July 1945. 


Along the Gulf Coast, the sugarcane harvest in the major producing s 
area of Louisiana was covered in November. In’Texas, surveys were made | 

early in the year of carrot, spinach, and onion plant harvests in the VWinter 
Garden area, of citrus, tomato, and other vegetable harvests in the Lower Rio 
Grande Valley, and of the onion harvest in the Coastal Bend area. srt 


The last survey in the geographic sequence was the latest in point of 
time. The survey of the cotton harvest in Maricopa County, Arizona, was not 
made until the middle of January 1946. Because this survey was so late, the 
results do not reflect the situation at the peak of the cotton harvest. 
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Yorkers Employed in Special—Crop Harvests 


These 34 surveys obtained information from farmers on approximately 
26,000 workers whom they had employed during a specified week of the harvest 
(table 1). In areas where surveys were repeated for a later harvest of a 
second or third crop, some of the workers were reported a second or third 
time, so the total includes some duplication. Also in the case of migratory 
farm workers, the same workers may have been reported in different areas at 
different times of the year. | 


In each survey, the farms and harvesters were covered on a sample 
basis. 3/ As the sampling rates varied from area to area, the numbers of 
workers included in the surveys (as shown in table 1) do not indicate the 
relative importance of the various groups of harvesters. 


In all of the special-crop harvests in the 13 States, women and girls 
as well as men and boys were employed, but males were usually in the majority. 
The proportion of male workers was highest in the Wisconsin cranberry harvest 
(97 percent), in the sugar beet harvests in Michigan (91 percent), and Colorado 
(88 percent), and among onion-plant pullers in Texas (88 percent). ‘The heavy 
work of raking cranberries in marshes and pulling and topping sugar beets is 
generally done by men. In the other harvests, women and girls made up from 
one-eighth to one-half of the workers except in the case of strawberries, 
peaches, and hops, where the proportions of women and girls were larger. 


In the strawberry harvests, the proportion of women and girls was 82 
percent in North Carolina, 57 percent in Oregon, and 52 percent in New Jerseys 4/ 
The proportion of wrkers under 18 years of age was also high among strawberry 
pickers. Among peach pickers there were more women than men in the North 
Carolina area surveyed, but in Michigan women formed only 21 percent of the 
pickers. In the case of hop pickers, one survey showed females predominating 
in Oregon, while the Washington survey showed a majority of males. 


Minority race or nationality groups have long been important sources 
of the extra harvest workers needed in many special-—crop areas. All the 
harvest workers included in the Texas surveys were Mexicans. Many Mexicans 
were found among the harvesters of sugar beets in Michigan, potatoes in 
Colorado, hops and asparagus in Washington, and cotton in Arizona. Negroes 
were in the majority in all of the North Carolina harvests covered, as well 
as in the tomato harvest. in Maryland, sugarcane in Louisiana, and the 
asparagus and strawberry harvests in New Jersey. 


3/ In each survey the selection of the sample was objectively determined, 
although the methods of sampling were varied to adapt them to the local 
situation. Several of the most important methods of sampling in the special— 
crop area surveys are described in Report No. 1 of the series, Poe of 
Wages and Wage Rates -in Agriculture.

Si ‘piaiph 1945 : and Anes early Safe of 19265. prisoners of war were used 
on Pe in the United States. They were found in considerable numbers in 
some of the special-crop harvests ‘surveyed in Colorado, Wisconsin, Michigan 
‘Pennsylvania, Louisiana, and Arizona. The prisoners of war were more Biter’ 
found on farms which had relatively large-scale operations. In each survey 
in which prisoners of war were found among the harvesters, data on average 
earnings and performance are shown separately for them. Probably because of 
differences in motivation or skill, their earnings from piece rates showed 
considerable variation from other workers. They were usually lower but in 
some cases they were mearly equal or were slightly higher. say 
ets 
Foreigri workers imported by the Government under special international 

agreements were among the harvesters surveyed in Michigan, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey,’ and Maryland. Imported foreign workers, and to a lesser extent 
prisoners of war, were often used in the harvests which in prewar years had 
reiied heavily on migratory labor. Naturally the migrant workers were fewer 
during the war. Steady work was available, some were inducted into the armed 
forces, and transportation was sometimes difficult. Most of the imported 
foreign workers were found on the larger farms. 


Wage Rates and Performance of Special—Crop Harvesters 


Wage rates.-A majority of the many types of rates paid to the harvesters 
of‘fruits, vegetables, and other special crops are piece rates. This 
situation contrasts sharply with the types of rates paid for general farm 
work and for the pre-harvest work. on special crops, which are largely time 
rates—-so much per hour, day, week, or month. In many special crops, payment 
for harvest work on a piece-work basis is possible, because performance: of the 
labor results in units that are easily counted or measured. This is nottrue 
of general farm work. 


. There are several reasons. set niece rates are more common than time 
rates in harvesting these crops. In harvests whitch involve employing large 
numbers of workers of varying degrees.of skill,.the farmer's labor cost per 
unit is kept. approximately uniform, regardless of the performance rates of 
the various workers. He does not have to set a wage scale on a time basis, 
graded in accordance with his estimate of the efficiencies of individual 
workers or groups of workers. 


Piece rates offer incentive to the workers to do the work rapidly so 
as to earn as much as possible. In most special-crop harvests, the perish- 
ability of ‘the crop makes the grower anxious to finish quickly. Under some 
conditions, paying piece rates means lower unit labor costs to the grower

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Studies regarding labor requirements, data have been assembled on unit labor 


requirements which are expressed in terms of man-hours or man—days of an 


experienced adult male worker. The equivalent measures of output per unit of 


time per experienced adult male worker are useful data, but they have tended 
to be confused with the actual output per unit of time per worker for workers 
With the age, sex, and experience composition of the Ee ee who actually per- 
porn ide operation. 


The special surveys reportéd in this series in many cases obtained data 


on output per worker per unit of time, not only for all workers in the operation, 


but also for males 18 to 44 years of age and for other age and sex groups. Thus 
they provide information of a kind not previously available in most cases on 


_ the average performance of all workers actually employed in a specified harvest 


operation. They also provide much new information on adult male performance, 
This can be used in developing estimates of labor requirements. The first kind 
of information is summarized in table 2 for all of the types of work paid at 


‘piece rates and for a few of those paid at time rates. The second kind as ieee 
in the detailed area tables that follow the summary tables. 


. Another advantage of the performance data given in this report is that 
daily performance is for the actual average hours worked per day in 1945, by 
workers engaged in the operation, Most previous figures on daily performance 
have been obtained from hourly performance rates, by multiplying them by some 
ce of hours per day worked. 


Comparisons of average performance between areas are possible for the 
same crops and operations for which picce rate comparisons were made. Potato 


pickers averaged the same number of bushels per hour in Weld County, Colorado, 


as in Michigan, 4.5 bushels per hour, and only slightly less than this in 
Wisconsin. But yield or field conditions or worker skill in North Carolina 


led to outputs per hour of 9.5 and 12.0 bushels for the two groups of workers 


surveyed. These higher performance rates resulted in higher average hourly 


- earnings for potato pickers in North Carolina than in any other area surveyede 


Differences in average earnings of strawberry pickers in the several 
States surveyed, as well as those of potato pickers, were affected as much or 
more by average performance as by difference in rates. Strawberry pickers in 


New Jersey had the highest average output per worker—16.2 quarts per hour, 
“compared with.8.7 and 6.6 quarts for Oregon and North Carolina. The differences 


in performance are partly accounted for by the fact that children and youths 
under 18 years of age were not so Sad raul as strawberry pickers in New Jersey 
as in other States. 


For peach pickers, information on performance was obtained only for 
pickers paid piece rates in North Carolina and Michigan. The Michigan pickers, 
who received piece rates nearly 55 percent higher, also averaged an output over 


twice as great as did the North Carolina workers paid piece rates, 9.5 bushels 


per hour compared with 4.6. 


In tomato harvesting, the data on performance are limited, because many 
of the workers were paid time rates and performance data were usually obtained

only for piece workers. Workers picking tomatoes in Maryland averaged 7.1 
baskets per hour, compared with only 5.3 baskets ser hour in New Jersey. The 
proportion of women and girls was about the same in these two groups of 
harvesters» : 


Average Wages Earned and Time Worked During 


Week by Special—Crop Harvesters 


To permit comparisons among groups of harvest workers paid different 
types of rates, their cash wages earned during 1 week on the farm which 
reported the worker have been divided by the hours and days of work to get 
the average hourly, daily, and weekly wages. These computed hourly and daily 
cash wages (table 3) make possible many more kinds of comparisons of wages as 
between areas, crops, or groups of workers in the same harvest than can be 
made on a rate basis. The houwlyand daily wages in table 3 should not be in+. 
terpreted as rates, since the great majority of the workers whose earnings are. 
shown were actually employed’ at piece rates. The weekly wages shown relate 
only to wages earned on the reporting farm by the worker. They should not be 
interpreted as total weekly earnings of the workers, for these workers may 
have harvested on more than one farm or been at nonfarm work during the same 
week. This is especially true in those harvests where the average hours worked 
per week is Low. 


On an hourly or daily basis, average cash wages earned by harvesters of 
special crops in the areas surveyed in these 13 States varied greatly. 
Regional differences associated with the regional differences in general 
farm wages and nonfarm wages vere most conspicuous. The only crop harvests 
surveyed in vhich workers averaged ®1 an hour or more were in cherries, pears, 
and apples in Washington and in New Jersey cranberries. In contrast, the crop 
harvests’in which workers averaged less than 50 cents en hour were mainly in 
the South—all but one of the harvests surveyed in Texas, the North Carolina peach and 
strawberry harvests, the Arizona cotton harvest, and the Louisiana cane harvest. 
The only Northern harvests in which surveyed workers averaged, less than 50 
cents an hour were those of potatoes in Michigan and Wisconsin. In the latter 
survey nearly a third of the harvesters were children under 14 years of age 
and almost as many were boys and girls 14 to 17 years old. Information on age 
was not obtained for the Michigan potato harvesters; 44 percent of the workers 
were women and girls. 


Within the same State, there were also large differences in the average 
hourly and daily wages earned by workers in the harvests of different crops. 
New Jersey cranberry harvestcrs, with 98 percent of the workers 18 years old 
or over, averaged $1.13 per hour in cash wages, whereas peach and tomato 
harvesters in the same State averaged between 55 and 60 cents an hour. In 
North Carolina, potato harvesters averaged two and one-half to three times as 
much as the 25 cents an hour earned by strawberry pickers. In Washington, hop 
pickers averaged only a little more than half of the hourly cash wages earned 
by cherry pickers. The detailed tables that follow the sumsary show that age 
and sex composition accounts for some, but usually not all, of these intra— 
State differences as earnings are affected by differences in rates OL. payr cber 
different crops. Generally, in the crop harvests that use large numbers of 
women and girls, the average carnings of adult males are lower than in other 
crop harvests in the State in which adult males predominate.

Seong case of whee TOD. Meereces. workers averaged 7 to 9 hours of work on 
‘the days they were employed. Harvests that provided fewer than 7 hours of 
work per day were strawberries in Oregon and New Jersey, asparagus cutting in 
Washington and New Jersey, and cranberry scooping in New Jersey. The perish- 
ability of strawberries and asparagus means that work must be stopped in time 
to get the product ready for shipping on the same day. In none of the harvests 
was the average work-day as long as 10 hours... The "daylight to dark" work-day 
is no longer a general practice among sentinel nthe of fruits and vegetables on 

_ commercial farms « 


- Only in the case of cherry pickers in Washington did daily wages of any 
group of harvesters surveyed in the 13 States average as much as $10 a day, 
although apple and pear pickers in the same State averaged nearly that much. 
Workers averaged $7 or more in Wisconsin cranberries and Oregon hops. In all 
other harvests the average daily cash wages ranged from $1.80 for North Carolina 
strawberry pickers to $6.90 for New Jersey cranberry scoopers. These averages 
and the distributions of individual workers by amount of daily wages shown in 
the detailed tables clearly demonstrate that the very high daily weges often 
cited as illustrative of earnings of special-crop harvesters are usually 
exceptions. They are not representative of all harvest workers. 


The total hours of work provided harvesters during the week by any one 
employer was much lower than in the case of regular farm workers. In three 
of the harvests. surveyed the workers averaged 50 hours or more of work on the 
reporting farm, in nifte harvests they averaged 40 to 50 hours a week, and in 
25 the average was Jess than 40 hours, dropping as low as 10 hours per week on 
the farms reporting New Jersey strawberry pickers. 


In the 12 harvests in which wrkers averaged 40 hours or more on the 
reporting farm, their wages reported probably represent total cash weekly 
earnings in most cases, and are roughly comparable with full-time weekly 
earnings of nonagricultural employees. In only three of these harvests were 
average weekly earnings more than $40-llashington apples $54, Washington cherries 
$50, and Wisconsin cranberries P47 In five of the 1l harvests, weekly earnings 
were between $25 and $40, and in four they were under $25-—Pennsylvania peaches 
$22, North. Carokina peachés’, $20, Loui:sianassugaredne “19, and Texas carrots $13. 


The daily and weekly cash wages shown in the tables of this report 
usually relate to a peak or near-peak week of the harvest. They are therefore 
usually somewhat higher than the average earned throughout the harvest scasons 
Moreover, many harvest workers do not have continuous work through the season, 
nor do they maintain these rates of earnings at other periods of the year. 


Perquisites Furnished by Farm Operators 


In general, seasonal workers who harvest special crops get much less in 
the way of perquisite items furnished without charge by farm operators than do 
regular hired farm workers. In many of the special-crop harvests where many 
workers are needed for short periods, the farms are near enough to population 
centers so that daily transportation is provided for the workers and no housing 
or shodging is' provided on the farm.
